WHY INFLATION NECESSARY 


By J. 8S. Cowper 


In times like these, when the workers and producers 
of the nation are frustrated in their pursuits for lack of 
adequate currency and credit, those most responsible for 
their plight seek to comfort them with contemplation of 
the gold standard and “sound money,” much as the starv- 
ing might be shown stones for bread. 


Opponents of inflation, wishful to keep the nation 
from securing currency and credit ample for commercial 
needs, talk pontifically about the stability of values based 
on gold. They refer to the fixed price for gold as if it 
partook of the character of the Rock of Ages. 


Free writers on monetary science like Arthur Kitson 
declare the gold standard to be a sham, a delusion, and a 
weapon used by the financial class to exact profits out of 
the workers and producers who must have currency or 
credit with which to carry on the business of the nation. 


The assumption that gold has always had a fixed 
value during the mercantile age is entirely false—as false 
as the logic that gold with a fixed Mint price can act as 
a stable foundation for commodity values, gold being it- 
self a commodity and like other commodities subject to 
the law of supply and demand. 


inflation A Law of Currency 


The truth is that inflation is a law of nature, made so 
by reason of the fact that commercial needs for currency 
and credit outgrow the world stocks of gold. Hence if the 
Standard is to be adhered to in the belief that there 
some mysterious and divinely intended quality in a gold 
standard, it becomes necessary that gold be periodically 
revalued to enable increasing quantities of currency to be 
issued against it. Otherwise the world would starve for 
lack of currency.

That is precisely what one finds when one searches 
monetary history—that there has been a continuous re- 
valuation of gold, and a consequent continuous history of 
inflation. Even in the days of the Roman Empire it was 
necessary for gold to be inflated to keep pace with the 
growth of Roman commerce. Thus the “aureus”, the gold 
coin of Rome which in the days of Augustine was valued 
at 1.4th of a pound of gold, under Constantine 
valued or “inflated” to 1-72nd of a pound 


to 1344 A.D. the standard money of England 
was silver coinage. Our present word “pound” goes back 
to the time when a pound was literally a pound weight 
of silver.

Increased 600 Per Cent in 600 Years 

It may surprise some of the gentlemen who talk 
pontifically about the fixed price of gold to know that 
gold has increased in money value 600 per cent in the last 
600 years. It has increased nearly 400 per cent since Ed- 
ward first standardised it at the British Mint in 1344. 
Whenever the growing needs of the nation outran the 
stocks of precious metal causing business stagnation (4s 
is now the case in Canada) successive British Chancellors 
ordered the Master of the Mint to raise the price of gold 
and silver. This meant that the coins had less metal in 
them, and that more currency was issued against a given 
weight of metal. Even with the hase alloys in the silver 
coinage of today, twenty English shillings no longer weigh 
one pound. 

It is interesting to those 
about monetary matters, to holice how gold (as well as 
silver) prices kept steadily mounting. Only once for the 
month of March, 1696, when there was a speculation in 
guineas which sent the Mint price of gold up to 105s 2d, 
subsiding to 895 and causing 4 retrenchment of prices 
afterwards, was the Mint price of gold anything but a 
steadily mounting upward progression. It had to he so. 
If the volume of Mint metal does not keep pace with the 
growth of population and the expansion of commerce, 
there is no other way to meet the situation while still 
retaining the metallic standard, but to inflate metal prices 
and issue more coinage or currency againet it. 


wishful to know something 


Here is the list of Mint prices for gold per troy ounce 
as they were altered from time to time from 1344 to 1717: 
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From 1717 for nearly a century afterwards gold had 
a Mint price of 85s and silver a Mint price of 66 pence for 
coinage. Apparently there was no shortage of currency, 
for in 1816, England decided to relinquish bi-metallism and 
adopt a gold standard exclusively. Thereafter there was 
no free coinage of silver. Silver coinage became a sub- 
sidiary money. 


What Roosevelt is Aiming At 

When the gold standard was exclusively adopted in 
1816, gold was given a fixed price of 85 shillings per ounce. 
It is upon this valuation that the U.S, price of $20.67 was 
based, This price was maintained till England was forced 
off the gold standard in September, 1931, to be followed 
more recently by President Roosevelt. Within the past 
month Roosevelt has given as high as $33.76 for gold. . His 
object is to depress the American dollar to a point where 
commodity prices must rise, with the intention of stabil- 
ising the dollar when commodity prices reach # parity with

1926 commodity prices. Then U.S. farmers will be able to 
discharge debts in a dollar having a relative value with the 
dollars they borrowed in 1926. 

The English people suffered periods of great depres- 
sion from time to time from currency shortage as a result 
of adopting the exclusive gold standard. World crises were 
averted by the discovery of new gold in Australia, in Cali- 
fornia, in South Africa and in the Yukon. Men by the 
thousands are now out searching the creeks of Colorado 
and the Cariboo, panning the washed over sands of alluvial 
rivers and penetrating into the death deserts of Australia 
in an attempt to find more gold, so that the currency 


| shortage from which the world is suffering may be allev- 


iated. 


merchants, business men and 
property owners are suffering today because the national 
currency is limited to a relation with the gold reserves, 
instead of being issued against the wealth of the nation, 
Because gold is scarce currency is scarce and commodity 
prices are low. It is a condition which, while it unduly 
benefits the money-owning and money-lending classes, will 
| ultimately drive the nation into bankruptcy unless more 
new gold is found, or inflation takes place against the 
present gold stocks—or unless the gold standard is abol- 
ished entirely and the world freed. 


Why Silver was Dethroned 


Had the banking and financial interests of Britain 
and United States not procured the rejection of the silver 
standard, there would be no currency shortage today. 
When England rejected bimetallism in 1816, silver had a 
value of 66 pence or. $1.32 per ounce for Minting purposes. 
With the free coinage of silver, even at today’s low silver 
prices, Canada’s currency shortage would immediately dis- 
appear and commodity prices would rise, 


| Silver was dethroned because the financial classes 

| feared its supply would become plentiful, and could not 
be controlled by them in the easy manner they can con- 
trol gold. The economic and political supremacy of the 
financier class depends upon maintaining a world-wide 
scarcity of legal tender, so that there shall exist a per- 
petual market for credit. 


Although the credit of the public obviously belongs 
to the public and under an ideal system of government 


Standard Proves Weapon To Exact Profit 


would be used without cost for public purposes, under the 
system that has grown up, the public credit is handed over 
to private financial groups to be used by them for private 
Profit. Profit is made by loaning credit on security to 
individual members of the public. Most ironical of all, pro- 
fit is also made by lending back to the nation some of its 
own credit. 

In the present state of society it is not within the 
immediate vista of hope that the public credit will be used 
for public purposes instead of for private profit. A great 
deal of advance will have to be made in popular knowledge 
of monetary matters before the public can expect to get 
back the use of its own credit. 


Why Inflation Is Necessary 

Although there is no need for metallic standards at all 
in the issuance of currency when issued against the na- 
tional credit like the English wartime ten shilling and 
pound “Bradburys,” or the recent issue of three billions of 
“greenbacks” by Roosevelt, there is a growing demand 
that the currency and credit shortage be broken by a re- 
turn to the policy of issuing currency against silver as well 
aS the gold stores of the nation, 


A more immediate relief than the return of the silver 
standard is the inflation of gold prices, which would have 
the effect of reflating our currency values back to where 
they were in normal times before the currency shortage 
and the depression paralyzed national progress. 


Expansion of the currency by the device of increas- 
ing gold prices—i. ¢., issuing more coinage or currency 
against a given quantity of gold—is an historic remedy 
for currency shortage. It has been used since the dawn 
of history, Successive British Chancellors since the gold 
standard was adopted in 1844 have had to make recourse 
to it, Outeries by the money-lending classes at the so- 
called “perils of inflation” or eulogies at the supposed 
virtues of “sound money’—meaning thereby “scarce 
money"”—have had to be silenced in the past in the face 

| of the national need.

broke out in 1914, when the world was suffer- 
ing from a depression, growing in spread and 
intensity, and comparable to the present and 
worse one. 

These things did not just happen so. There 
were reasons why people everywhere should 
be thinking about peace five years ago; and 
there are reasons why people in every part of 
the world are today thinking about war. Cir- 
cumstances affect the mass mentality and atti- 
tude, as they do those of the individual. 

Hard times do not bred peace between 
peoples, any more than among persons; they 
breed war in both cases. When men are busy 
about their business affairs, filled with hopes 
and plans for the future, they do not pick quar- 
rels with their neighbors, or take offence at 
matters of minor moment. They simply haven't 
time or effort to waste on such side-issues. 

So it is with nations. The states in Europe 
are squabbling because they have nothing better 
to do. Being miserable, they have fallen to 
blaming each other for their misery, raked up 
old scores, unearthed ancient grudges, and 
threaten to start the war drums booming. 

Perhaps if the governments of that con- 
tinent of distress would stop talking about 
negotiated peace, and concentrate on working 
out a live-and-let-live system of trade among 
their countries, the war fever would subside of 
its own accord and international friendliness 
grow as commercial contacts multiplied. 

Certainly it is difficult to imagine that 
Europe would be less peaceful today if its rulers 
had spent as much time and enefgy in the last 
fifteen years trying to restore and maintain the 
general prosperity of the continent as they have 
spent trying to keep its peoples from flying at 
each other's throats since the depression spread 
general ruin and discontent among them.

That was a ghastly story from San Jose, 
California, of how a crowd of 6000 men broke 
into the jail and took the two kidnapper-mur- 


derers, Holmes and Thurmond and, after beat- 
ing them into unconsciousness, strung them up 
to trees. But it wasn't any more ghastly than 
the story of how the two thugs, in cold blood, 
tracked down their young victim, beat him over 
the head with a brick, bound him with wire and 
threw him, still living, into the bay to drown. 
They showed their own yellow livers when 
they begged for mercy and tried to disavow 
their identities. 

The “eye for an eye and tooth for a tooth” 
code is a barbarous relic of a barbarous age, 
but it seems to possess more terrors than the 
processes of law for barbarian throw-backs and 
degenerates who turn to kidnapping and mur- 
der as an easy way to extort money from their 
victims 

No one can approve lynch law. The danger 
of it was shown when the San Jose lynchers at 
first seized an innocent man in mistake for one 
of the murderers. Fortunately for him they 
discovered their mistake before they got the 
innocent one to the street, where his chances 
of rescue would have been nil. Yet the action 
of the San Jose mob may do more to make 
kidnapping unpopular than the processes of 
law. It's a sort of treatment that thugs under- 
stand and fear. 

Some of the good burgesses of the port of 
Liverpool are surprised to find from t 
writings of Prof. Banse (whom Hitler recently 
appointed to the Chair of Military Science at 
the Brunswick Academy) that it is proposed to 
have a German invasion of England through 
the port of Liverpool Prof. Banse’s book is 
being given wide publicity by the Liverpool 
Daily Post. ” 

According to the plan propounded by Prof. 
Banse, there will be a double invasion. One 
German army is to be landed on the East coast 
of England, while, assisted by a friendly Ireland, 
another German army wil] be landed at Liver- 
pool and pursue its devastating course through 
industrial Lancashire, 

Other German armies are to be landed at 
five points between Dover and Great Yarmouth, 
while the German army landed at Liverpool, 
after destroying the industrial areas of Lan- 
cashire and the Midlands, will turn north and 
occupy the Clydeside. Thus, argues Banse, the 
occupation of Britain will be made complete 
and Britain will be crippled industrially. 

Book notices have the effect of intreasing 
sales. No doubt there would be a good demand 
for Banse’s two books, “Military Science” and 
“Territory and People in the World War,” if 
English editions were published. However, ac- 
cording to The Post: 

Herr Hitler is displeased because the 
professor's book is not calculated to encour- 
age France to disarm, or Britain to scrap 
her navy, or Switzerland to refrain from 
increasing her defensive army, or Belgium 
to abandon her plan for fortifying her Ger- 
man frontiers. 

English folk are expected to be unmoved by 
the plans to invade England. Banse, like his 
fellow-militarist Spengler, expresses the opin- 
ion that the English people won't make any 
trouble for the invading armies. 

Banse is a bit of a poet, 
follows in his “Military Science”: 

It strikes us as most attractive to ponder 
on the inevitable collapse of this proud and 
overweening people (the British), and to 
picture this country, unconquered since 
1066, in obedience to foreign overlords, or 
in any case having to give up its profitable 
colonies and the Empire.

Despite what Prof. Banse says, British 
people will find it hard to believe that the Ger- 
man people hold serious intentions of another 
world war and an attempted invasion of Eng- 
land.

BEST STARCHY FOODS 


The average person uses an excessive amount 
of starchy food in his daily diet. Further harm 
is caused by using this kind of food in wrong 
combinations with other food. Excess fermen- 
tation is thus set up in the stomach and intes- 
tines and is productive of causes which lead to 
so many diseases. 

In today’s article I will 
explain what I consider to be 
the best starchy foods: 

POTATOES contain from 
14 to 20 percent of starch. 
The best way to prepare po- 
tatoes is to cook them with 
their skins on, as this retains 
the valuable salts lying just 
under the skin. Baking de- 
stroys these salts, but pota- 
toes prepared in this manner 
have a good flavor and the 
starch is partially converted 

Dr. F. McCoy into dextrose. 

FRESH GREEN CORN is a good starch to 
use in season, while during the winter the 
canned corn may be used in limited quantities. 

MACARONI, SPAGHETTI, VERMICELLI, 
and NOODLES should be prepared without the 
addition of too many eggs. These foods should 
be cooked in plain water and served with butter 
or cream. No onions, garlic, tomatoes or cheese 
should be used at the same time. 

HUBBARD SQUASH is a starchy gourd 
available during the winter months -and pro- 
vides a pleasing change from the starchy grains. 

WHOLE RICE is the best rice to use, as the 
valuable vitamins and minerals have not been 
removed. Prepare rice by soaking in plain 
water over-night and boil for at least an hour. 
Serve with butter or cream. I do not advise 
adding sugar to rice as this will tend to cause 
excessive fermentation. 

CORN MEAL is a wholesome starchy food 
and may be made into muffins or corn bread. 
Do not mix with white flour. 

WHOLE WHEAT MUFFINS should be made 
out of the pure, whole wheat flour which you 
can obtain in any Health Food Store. 

WHOLE WHEAT GRAIN makes an excel- 
lent breakfast food if soaked over-night and 
cooked for at least an hour. This makes one 
of the finest of breakfast cereals. 

CARROTS, TURNIPS, PARSNIPS and 
BEETS are medium starchy vegetables which 
contain about 12 percent of starch when fully 
grown. These vegetables should always be pre- 
pared without removing their skins, which con- 
tain excellent blood-building and tissue-build- 
ing material. 

When using starchy foods in the meal it is 
advisable to use them in correct combination 
with other food. The best rule to follow is: 
Use one starchy food only in combination with 
one or more raw or cooked non-starchy vege- 
tables. By observing this rule, you avoid the 
following wrong food combinations: 1—mixing 
fruit with starch; 2—using a protein with starch 
such as bread and meat; 3—using two kinds of 
starch together such as macaroni and rice. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: L. V. asks: “What are the results 
of a lock of iron in the diet? 

ANSWER: A lack of iron produces insufficient 
oxidation, anemia and lowered vitality Do not 
use jron tonics. The only way iron can be utilized 
by the body is after it has been prepared for our 
use by plant structures. Iron, not organized in this 
manner, produces softening of the teeth, irritation 
of the eyes, causing blue eyes to turn brown around 
the pupils, and produces gastro-intestinal disturb- 


ances. A large amount of organized iron may be 
found in sorrel, lettuce, spinach, truffles, straw- 
berries, asparagus, radishes, Swiss chard, onions, 


pumpkins and watermelons 

QUESTION: K. L. writes: “Have been read- 
ing your health column and have read some 
very interesting things. Will you kindly tell 
me what causes one’s stomach to get sore—right 
in the pit of it, and to swell immediately upon 
eating anything?” 

ANSWER: Your trouble may be gastritis, 
which means inflammation of the stomach, or 
a gastric or duodenal ulcer may be forming. 
Give your stomach a rest for a few days, then 
use good food combinations and if your dis- 
tress does not disappear, go to a good diagnos- 
ticlan or x-ray specialist and have a thorough 
examination. An incipient ulcer discovered in 
time can be easily cured, and through an early 
examination, you may save yourself needless 
pain and expense, and avoid a serious opera- 
tion. 

QUESTION: H. S. writes: “I have a wen on the 
left side of the neck just back of the ear. Will 
you please tell me the cause, as | seem pertectly 
healthy. Also, how can I get rid of it?” 

ANSWER: It will probably be necessary for you 
to have the wen removed by a plastic surgeon. 
The operation is quite harmless and should leave 
only a small scar

On This Date 
— A Day in Canadian History — 
WILLIAMS 


By FRED 

On this date, since ever there 
has been a Scot in Canada the 
feast of St. Andrews, the pa- 
tron saint of Scotland, has been 
observed. There is no record 
as to the first celebration; it 
would not be surprising if two 
or three Scots in Acadia in 
1628 (among Alexander's col- 
onists) or in the employ of the 
Hudson's Bay Company fore- 
gathered and drank to St. An- 
drew and Scotland in the fur- 
trading posts of the Arctic be- 
fore the eighteenth century 
was born. Scots never forget 
St. Andrew's Day, whether un- 
der the bleak wintry skies of 
the far north or the sunny at- 
mosphere of the antipodes. It 
is a world-wide celebration, 
never missed. 

Undoubtedly there must 
have been an observance of 
the day on November 30, 1749, 
the first winter at Halifax, for 
Scots had no mean share in 
the birth of that city; the North 
British Society, the oldest 
Scots’ organization in Ameri- 


ca, was formed at Halifax in 
1768; and the annals of that 
city are replete with accounts 
of St. Andrew's festivals. One 
notable occasion of the kind 
was on November 30, 1794, 
when the chief guest was 


Prince Edward, afterwards the 
Duke of Kent, father of Queen 
Victoria. Chief Justice Strange 
was in the chair with the 
prince at his right and govern 
or Wentworth on his left. The 
tables were arranged in the 
form of a St. Andrew's cross 
and literally bowed under the

“Neglecting the statistics of 
value (which reflect the fall 
in the prices of commodities, 
that has occurred all over the 
world, as well as the decline 
in the volume of transactions), 
and confining myself entirely 
to statistics of the volume of 
trade, I find that, since the be-

Andrew's Society of Toronto 
dates from 1836; but long be- || 
fore that Scots in Upper Can- 
ada had remembered the day, 
for as early as 1799 Hon. Robert 
Hamilton, at Niagara, “enter- 
tained thirty Scotchmen” and it 
was considered that “no dinner 
on any occasion has been given 
in the Canadas equal to Mr. 
Hamilton's.’ During the con- 
struction of the Rideau canal 
observance of St. Andrew’s 
day was inaugurated at By- 
town, and few have been the 
years since when the Scots of 
Ottawa have failed to follow 
the example of their forebears. 

So it has been through all 
Canada. No sooner have the 
Scots begun to find their place 
in a community than they or- 
ganize a Caledonian or a St. 
Andrew's Society and arrange 
for a proper service in the local 
kirk on the Sabbath nearest to 
November 30.

Salvador Volcano Blows. 


Disaster 


MANAGUA, Nicaragua, Nov, 30— 
Dispatches from the republic of Sal- 
vador reported today 
volcano, known as the lighthouse of 
the Pacific, was erupting and show- 
ering ashes over the towns of Son- 
somate and Etaxajulta. 

Smoke pillars from the volcano 
were plainly visible from the Nic- 
araguan capital. ' 

Fifty-seven persons were killed 
from molten lava that poured from 
the mouth of Izaloo in 1926 in a 
stream 400 yards wide. Since then 
the lighthouse of the Pacific has 
burst forth intermittently, spread- 
ing panic throughout the vicinity 
The last violent eruption on record 
occurred in the spring of 1931. |

ing them to a flare,” Mr. Howson 
said, 


OPPOSITION ASSURED 

“You can tell the oil men of Al- 
berta that even if they have no ap- 
peal against the present act, there 
will be a vigorous opposition to it 
at the next session. We will seek 
to have it repealed and, after the 
next election, if a Liberal govern- 
ment is returned to office it will 
most certainly be repealed. This 
business of establishing govern- 
mentally appointed boards from 
whose decisions there can be no 
appeal must cease, The practice is 
unjust, unfair, to say nothing of un- 
British and undemocratic,” Mr. 
Howson said, 

“The policy of the Liberal party 

one of encouragement of develop- 
ment and not of retardation,” he 
continued. “It looks to me as if 
the Brownlee government had made 
up its mind to tax the oil companies 
out of existence. | 


TIME ACTION TAKEN | 

“The result of this is simply to} 
penalize the small company share- 
holders. These small companies | 
were financed by a large number of 
people of small means and the gov- 
ernment is now preventing them 
getting any run for their money, It 
favors the big producing companies 
who have extensive retail market- 
ing facilities. All the big compan- 
ies will do is to add a cent to the 
retail price and the consumer pays 
the tax for them. There has been 
altogether too much favoring of the 
big companies in the Turner Val- 
ley field in the past and it is time | 
that the small shareholders voiced | 
their views in no uncertain terms.” 
GIROUX CRITICAL 

L. A. Giroux, M.L.A, for Grouard, 
was also critical of the assessment. 

“The assessment on the pipe line 
s extraordinary and confiscatory. 
It makes the Pipe Line act confis- 
catory legislation of the worst kind,” 
he said. : 

“It gives the big oil companies 
an opportunity of getting control of 
the small companies, as the latter 
will not be able to meet the assess- 
ment and will be forced to sell out 
to their wealthier competitors. 

“The assessment is ridiculous, It 
was’ never intended under the act 
that they should tax the pipe in the 
well or the machinery. A pipe line 
runs from the well to the refinery 
or elsewhere, but it is not the pipe 
in the well. I think this assessment 
is ultra vires of the act and illegal,” 
he continued. 

“It is a tax that hits the small 
companies which have no pipe line 
and indirectly it is hurting thous- 
ands of investors whose money is 
tied up in the small companies. To 
me it looks like a high-handed at- 
tempt to get more revenue ille- 
gally.”

The time element has an effect 
upon = susceptibiity A radiation 
treatment may be long or short and 
may be repeated at different inter- 
vals, sometimes the length of the 
treatment depends on the amount 
of radium available. 

In all cases calling for radium 
treatment early diagnosis is the es- 
sential factor 

In early stages cancer may be cur- 


;ed, but in the later stages after 
metastasis has set in there is no 
chance of cure, although radium 


treatment will, in some such cases, 
give the patient relative comfort 
until death 

Mr. Cragg quoted alarming sta- 
tistics of the death rate due to can- 
cer in all civilized countries. Ap- 
proximately 1,000 grams of radium 


would be needed in the United 
States to treat all cancer cases 
This would cost approximately 
$50,000,000,
